“Lawsuits by the heirs of Stephen Girard 
have been pending in Schuylkill county, Pa, 
to recover possession of eighty-five hundred 
acres of coal land in Mahoning Valley, four- 
teen miles above Pottsville. An action of 
ejectment was brought nst the city by 
Augustus Girard, Jobo Fabricus Girard an 
otber beirs, and at the end of last week was 
decided in fayor of the beirs. This decision 
was made by Judge Higgins of Pottsville. 

“Stephen Girrard died in 1531, and his will 
is dated February 16th, 1830. In thé will the 
testator directed that the net residue aseing
